Dear Sir: 

We are in need of several reg¬ 
istered nurses at Kentucky State 
Hospital, Danville, Kentucky. As 
we have no available fund for 
publicity, we wonder if you 
would care to publicize this need 
for nurses as a news item. 

Several staff members and I 
plan to be at the Department of 
Mental Health, 620 South Third 
Street, Louisville, Kentucky, at 
10:30 A.M. Thursday, June 18, 
for the purpose of interviewing 
nurses and acquainting them 
with the nursing program at 
Kentucky State Hospital. In the 
meantime appointments may be 
made for interviews at the hos¬ 
pital. 

I shall list some facts in which 
prospective nurses will be in¬ 
terested. 

Base salary $225.00 per month 
with $15 raise at the end of six 
month; yearly increment. 

Living quarters with cooking 
facilities in addition to salary.

HEALTH FUNDS ARE CUT 


The United States House of Representatives 
recently allocated only $826,255 for Kentucky’s 
health department activities in 1953-1954 com¬ 
pared with $1,145,514 this year. The Senate has 
not yet passed on health appropriations and it is 
possible that some of the cuts may be restored. 

The health program also faces a probable cut 
in some state funds from the amounts appropri¬ 
ated by the lsgislature due to decreases in state 
revenues. 

With this picture, health services in occupa¬ 
tional health, maternal and child health, mental 
health, heart disease control and cancer control 
will be greatly decreased as will all supporting 
services. 

The venereal disease control program has 
been practically eliminated though case-findings 
studies and blood tests will continue on a special- 
project basis. 

Funds for tuberculosis, Kentucky’s number 
one communicable disease problem, were also 
cut, but because of the seriousness of the tuber¬ 
culosis problem funds to permit continuance at 
the present level will be made available at the 
expense of other programs. 

The Hill-Burton projects for hospitals and 
health centers, which have aided many Kentucky 
communities, also faces a serious decrease in 
proposed funds.

The poet who 
realizes that he may be a tool in 
the hands of the Master Poet and 
who gives himself unselfishly 
:nto the Master’s service, for Di¬ 
vine guidance, cannot fail. His 
words will go like the Gentle 
One Himself, knocking at the 
door of hearts of people.

A-3C Ray Dalton Gullett, son 
of Mr. and Mrs. C. P. Gullett of 
Helechawa, who volunteered in 
the Air Force June 24, 1952 at 
the age of 18, wrote his parents 
recently about the rescue work 
done by his company and others 
in Kansas recently. He is sta¬ 
tioned at Wichita, Kansas where 
he is in training with a motor 
squadron. 

He writes: 

“Don’t know if you have heard 
any Kansas news today or not, 
so in case you haven’t here it 
comes. ElDerado, Kansas is a 
small town about 45 miles north 
east of Wichita and has a popu¬ 
lation of about 55,000. This 
morning about 4 a.m. there was 
a small cloudburst up there and 
you can imagine what happened. 
All troops available in this area 
were loaded up and taken there 
to carry sand bags and keep peo¬ 
ple from trying to get back into 
their houses. Also there were 
rescue crews in boats to take 
people out of trees and off house 
tops; and if I must say so, we 
were pretty efficient. Don’t know 
yet how many were killed or in¬ 
jured; but I don’t think there 
were many, although there were 
several missing and unaccounted 
for. Most of the adults were 
found. 

“By the way, I rescued an old 
farm -horse. The rest of the boys 
were too tired to go out and let 
him out, so I did it. 

“It wasn't a very pleasant scene 
with all the little children naked 
and crying and their mothers try¬ 
ing to help find them and crying 
too. I’ll tell you all. as the say¬ 
ing goes, “We really should be 
thankful that nothing like that 
has ever hit our family.” 

Yes, we had the Red Cross 
right on the spot to help clothe 
the women and children as best 
they could. There are plenty of 
little children tonight who have 
no home or mothers and mothers 
who have no heme. 

“Really I wish I hadn’t had to 
see some of the things I saw; but 
somebody had to do it, and I’m 
glad I could do something.”

WRITING POETRY 
By Alma Robison Higbee 

A poem thought in the mind of 
the poet should be as the uncut 
stone in the hands of a skilled 
craftsman. It should have beauty, 
depths, brilliance, texture, ar 
lustre. When the poem is finished, 
it should be a perfect glem, flaw¬ 
less. 

The poet uses words as the 
carpenter utilizes timber for his 
building. In words he discovers 
the fine grain, the richness of 
color, the sheen that is found in 
the satiny finish of wood. And 
yet, words should be pliant “as 
the bough of willow,” for the in¬ 
tricate weaving of texture and 
tone. This may lead the would- 
be poet to feel that the writing 
of poetry may be complicated 
and difficult. Such is not the 
case. It is simply a matter of 
mastering the technique of poetry 
writing, then forgetting it as 
speedily as possible. 

This is not as paradoxical as 
it sounds. One should know the 
poetry technique, but should nev¬ 
er be conscious of it or permit it 
to show through the framework 
of the poem. As the architectural 
lines of a building covers the 
skeleton framework, so should 
the beauty of a poem cover or 
clothe the framework or struc¬ 
ture. Whether the poem be free 
verse or a pattern poem, it should 
flow with the effortlessness of 
water down a valley. 

The poet deals in words, but 
he should have three definite 
things: a message, sincerity of 
approach and a deep desire to 
share. The latter is as important 
as the former. The thought that 
inspires the poet to write, should 
be one that moves him deeply, 
giving him a need to set forth a 
word picture for others to FEEL.
